Club*— Doing* of the Day'. Convention. 

Clbtelahih June 81.— It wh 11 
o'clock before the conTeotion of Repnb- 
licah cltibi was called to order by Presi- 

deut Tracy. The delegates were present 
iu fort-e. but tlipre was a lack of interest 
on aci-mnit of tlie oyershadowiDg im- 
portance ot the meeting of the commit 
tee oo reeolntioBi In eeMion at the Hoi 
lenden hotel. 

The committee on ctedentials report' 
ed that thaw wai only one contest- 
that in Soath Curoiina— bat reoom' 
mended for the sake of hanvAoj that 
both contestants be seated. 

The roll of states was called for reso- 
lutions to be read and referred withont 
debate. It was thought that most of 
the pockets had already been emptied, 
bnt the call brou)<ht out resolutions by 
the score on o^ ery conceivable issue or 
topic. Those oil the tiuaiicial questiou 
were for tlit most part duplicateij of 
those oit'erc'l earlier lu the session and 
relerreu oy the bushel to the commit- 
tee's waste basik"''. 

B*;bo1u;i():is ' offered asking the 
national CO.. i:;ih ^w'e to have the next 
national Kt inili.ican convention held at 
Buffuli.), 1-iii-biirg, .Niilwaukcc. Charles- 
ton, C.*'vcla!i>l and other places, all be- 
ing yelled do'.vu before th* readlag 

cuuld be comi>lcted. 

Tbanks were voted Cleveland for the 
royal entertaiuuieut of the present con- 
Tent ion. 

The coumutte* on league work re 
ported a jfratifyiug increase and rapidly 
growiD« iutwrest in nil parts of the 
country in club organizations. 

The committee repofted Milwaukee 
as the place for the next convention, 
the time to be fixed by the executive 
committee adopted. 

I'he i-oles were suspended, and the 
convention praoaadad to tba election of 
officers. 

Mr. lieorge B. Green, state president 
of New York, in an eloquent speech, 
placed iu uominatiou Cicneral E. A. 
McAlpin for president of the {National 
leuKue. NV.iriy' all tha atatfla MOOBdad' 
the uumiaatiou. 

General McAlpin was elected pcesi 
deut by aoclouiatiODf aod a ccmiaittee 
of three was appdttttM to'aabdrC him to 
the hall. 

Nominations for secretly were called 
for and M. F. Churchill of Colorado 
plat ed in noniiuation Jolm F. Byrnes, 
while Illinois nomiuated William Grant 
and Nebraska nominated E. L. Walker. 

The notitioutiou committee entered 
the hall with General McAlpin of New 
York, the newly elected president, who 
expressed his thanks tor the honor con- 
lured upon him. He said that us long 
as ho auouid remain preaident of the 
lea^'ue, the ouly motto should be 
"woric, work, work." 

The ooDTeiition adjonmed ^thont 
any. othar uamaa baing prasentad for 
secretary. Since adjonrnment the 
northwestern states have bronght out 
M. J. Dowling of RendviUe, Minn., 
who has been chief clerk of the legis- 
lature two terma, and is ohic4 organ- 
izer of th« leagOT In Minneaota. The 
election of seorettry will be the order of 
bnsluesa whan tha oonvantion reaasem- 
blas. • - 

Inimediatoly after tha alaotion of 
secretary the oommlttaa on reaolntiDns 
will report. 

Its committee on resolutions con- 
sisted of Iff silver men and 8J anti-sil- 
Ter men. The subcommittee <rf 11 to 
draft resolutions to submit to the fnll 
committee had only two siiver men, 
Dnbois of Idaho and Allen of Utah. 
After this subcommittee had worked all 
night ou an "address to the people," 
with the svo'd "resolved" omitted 
therclroii), a committee of three on re- 
vision was sclt'ctt'd, and the silver men 
ciaiiii tlit'v were not represented at all 
on tlic iwisiou committee. 

Tlie suLc.j;uiuittee too adopted tlie re- 
port of the committee on revision and 
the full committee met at 2 p. m. to 
consider "tJie address to the people" 
that liad talcen two days and one night 
tor Its ])! rjj.ii-.itioii. The feature of the 
"adiUes^ \wis that it covered everv 
(luestii)ii except that of silver, which 
was entirely ignored. This was done 
to prevent a minority report <m the sil- 
ver quesrioii and a fight on the t1o<ii- of 
the contention. 

When the full committee considered 
tlie "ad'hc-s'' tiio aiiti-silvcr men op- 
{losed it. The .silver men were satisli"d 
v.-:tli "I'.i" ..(Mie.-s,'' and ll.id at;iccil to 
make no minontj' report, ami not to 
open the (lucstion on tiieHoorof the 
convention in the event that tlie ad- 
dress was adopted. Thf-iv >i)>iM>iients, 
however, liold that it wa.- eiiouKh to 
concede everything to the west for the 
sake of harmony without "rubbing it 
in.;' 

Some of the most ultra opponents of 
free silver m the committee flnally in- 
sisted it the silver question was ignored 
entirely that all other questions should 
be ignored. This plan pleased the 
western silverites batter than the "ad- 
dress to the people." Aiter indulging 
in tha most bitter speeches for hours in 
the considering of "the address to tba 
people" a new departure was taken by 
tienator Fatten of Michigan ollering the 
following as a snbatitata for tba report 
of tha anboommittaa:

raised and tha adoption of the aabstitnte 
wonld be aooepted as a oonfaasion of 
this convention's inability to meet the 
silver issue. Although these arguments 

eured in hot and fast, and Cnairman 
>binson of Pennsvlvania left the choir 
to oppose it. yet the plan of ipioriug 
everything if the silver question was 
ignored, gained snch headway that the 
Patton substitute was adopted at 6:80 p. 
m.. without a dissenting vote. 

This will be presented to the conven- 
tion and no doobt Will be promptly 
adopted. 

.\s 'the address to the people "Miat 
was ruled out by the adoption ol tii- 
Patton substitute alliruied the i( ;lu- 
»ions of previous national Ic.igue con- 
ventions rhert- was much di.scussion ot 
the following adopted at Denver last 
year; 

"We believe in the use of gold and 
silver .is money metals, maiiit.unod ou 
a perfect j),irity and inconvertible. We 
do not believe that there will be a jier- 
maneiit return 9f prosperity until I be 
full use and highest positions of silver 
shall be restored, ancf ask for such leg- 
islation as will bring abotit this resulf." 

General McAlpin. the new pre.sident, 
is a succe.-->fal merchant and a .soldier. 
He is adjutant ^'eneral of New York 
and Ijeing chief of Governor L'>vi P. 
Morton's staff hi.s election is considered 
by some as favor,ible to election for 
pre.-udent. (Jeneral McAlpin is ,'».") years 
old, but as active a.s most men at 40. 
He was president of the New York 
state league for four years. He is a 
member of the New York boaxd of 
trade and chamber of commerce and it 
is said he is a candidate for the next 
governorship of New York.

They had 
ont off the telegraph and rail oommnni 
cation of the Zaiar railway.

Tha t>oopa had one 
dead and two wounded. 

Tha column of Michelena, at Caney 
Sitio, had an engagement with the iu-

The insurgents attacked a plantation 
at Santa Auta, and ia tha angagameut 
which ensued thraa of tbair number 
were killed.

Ban DiKuo, Cal., .Tune 21.— .T. M. 
Soto, who ownes a concession from the 
Mexican government, whicii eiubraces 
the entire Guadalope island, returned 
yesterday via Ensenada, where he mode 
the authorities acquainted with affairs 
on the island aud secured orders for the 
arrest of Antonio Feliz and seven men 
who kept Soto and his two companions 
in a state of siege 30 days, stealing pro- 
visious, threatening to kill them on 
sight and taking possession of Soto's 
property. 

When the junk Acme arrived at the 
laland with provisiona and to bring 
Soto home Feua and two men boarded 
her, and attempted to take command by 
foroa of arms. Soto ordered the fLxg 
boiated, and called Fella's attention to 
the stars and stripea. 

Fells retorted that he "Didn't core 
for that rag," and said thraatened stiu*- 
vation on the island foroed him to take 
possafiion. Tha mate of tba vessel 
drew Fella aside ana told him his act 
waa piracy, and that ha wonld be shot 
in Mexico or hanged in the United 
States. This aoaiadTUia. and ha with- 
drew. 

Food for 15 days was left with him. 
The authorities at Ensenada issued on 
order to arrest Fella aa a pirate and rob- 
ber, and to bring him and his man iuto 
court. Soto objected to this and se- 
cured an order to arrest the men. He 
has prepared claims which will be seut 
to Wasuington, demanding satisfactiou 
from Mexico for these acta. '

HoLTKNAf. June 2!.- -With muoh 
pomp and ceremony aud with, it wonld 
ulso seem, tin- great powers of tha 
world, thruugh the guns of their war- 
6hips,^»salnting him. Emperor William 
of ( leriuauy yesterday furiiially opened 
the Baltic ,uid North se.i canal. He 
entered the western oju'iiing of tlie new 
waterway at Brunsbuttel, not far from 
Hamburg, shortly after daylight on 
board the imperial yacht Hohenzollem, 
aud arrived at tha eastern opening of 
the canal here shortly after noou. 

On the whole the passage through the 
canal by the imperial procession of 
about 20 vessels was a success, although 
there were three slight mishaps. The 
North German Lloyd steamer Kaiser 
Wilhelm II grounded for a short time, 
but she sustained no damage. 'I'lien 
the Rusnuu guuboat Grossja^ehtischi 
passed Reudsburg at 4:30 p. m. m tow 
of a tug and apparently having sus 
tained some damage either to her ma 
chinery or by grounding.

Eacii side of the canal was guarded 
throughout by infantry aud cavalry, 
and belaud tbe troops were gathered 
the crowds of peojile, who loudly cheered 
the vessels as they passed. The ditfer- 
ent points along tin; route of the canal 
uud about Kiel harlior were decorated 
iu the most elaborate manner. 

The war.-iiips of the United States, 
the New York, Columbia, San Francisco 
aud Marbleliead, which latter vessel 
took pan in the procession, formed 
striking features of the display, stand- 
ing out hueiy among the other vessels, 
which as a rule have dark colored bulls. 
The white sides of the Yankee cruisers 
undoubtedly gave them au extremely 
smart appearance, and caused all the 
L'uited States vessels to be gtaatly ad- 
mired. 

One of the features of the day was 
the warm and frieudly reception given 
to the French guuboat Surcouf as she 
steamed through the cunol iu the pro- 
cession. The French flag was cheered 
to the echo and the bonds played tha 
"Marseillaisa" aa tha Fnuon ship 
weut by. 

Another good feature of the celebra- 
tion was the dinner given on boaxd tha 
Hoc'he, the French flagship, to the offi- 
cers of the German battlMhip Bajem, 
who had entertiiined the French omcara 
Wednesday. Upon the lattar oooaaion 
the tierman commander toasted tha 
iVelich preaidant at the sama timeaa 
ha ioasted the German emperor and xa- 
f erred to the international faaling of 
comradery existing among naral man 
all the world over. 

The ^noh oommandar. Admiral 
Meuard, at tha dinnar on board tha 
Hoche, responded with a similar toast 
which was vigorooaly applauded and so 
the utmost good feuing aaamed to pre* 
vail on all sides. In short, Emperor 
William appears to have moat success- 
fully engineered a brilliant spectacle in 
which he, aud not the canal, seems to 
have been the central figure, and it is 
safe to imagine that this was oue of the 
proudest daya of his life. 

In the evening the town and harbor 
ware brilliantly illnminated Despite a 
thunderstorm and a heavy fail of rain 
the streets of tha toiwa woM dansaly 
crowded. 

A grand ball was given last night Sk 
the Marine Akademie, which was at- 
tended by the otlicers and the distin- 
guished guests representing all the 
nations which are m attendance upon 
the fetes, including t'Vance. Kmperor 
William aud Empress Augusta arrived 
shortly alter 10 o'clock and held a re- 
ception, at which t be fcjreign naval of- 
ficers were presented to them. 

The ball began at 8:30 o'clo<;k. The 
rooms of the Marine Akademie were 
extended by means of a splendidly 
decorated tent. Dancing was kept up 
almost incessantly, despite the immense 
number of persons present. There 
were :t,(iOO guests, including navid ami 
military otlicers, members of the reich- 
stag, nieiuliers of the l^ u.ssian diet and 
all the l''reuch otlicers, headed by Ad- 
miral Menart. ,

"The establislied gold standard of 
money is the legitiipate outcome of 
Democratic policy," snys tlie Pliiladel- 
pliia Record.

THE SILVER k'lXGS AXD THE 

STAN I) MID DOLLAR. 

The Philadelphia North American 
makes these interesting statements about 
the position of the Western silver kings 
towards the standard silver dollar about 
1873, and how they knifed it on behalf 
of the trade dollar: 

The evolution of the trade dollar has 
become highly interestius and may be 
instructive in the light of aiscussion now 
going on. The trade dollar was invented 
by the bonanza men of the West to 
create a market for silver, of which an 
enormous amount was in sight. But 
though the silver was in sight there was 
no home demand for the silver. No 
bigh-]trung patriot at that time )>ro- 
)>08ed to pay off the national del>t in 
silver, and though the coiniitie of tsilver 
d)!lar,s was free and unlimited to all who 
hud silver to sell, nol^ody oJiereil lo till 
the land with silver dollars. That wa.-- a 
little pinv.Milur. wu'^ it not ' Instead of 
liaviuK tlieir silver coined into standard 
dollars, the silver kinus invented a dol- 
lar worth about 5 per cent, more than 
the standard coin, and i)roliil)ite<l the 
C->inas;e of the same save for export pur- 
poses. The traiie liollar was worth 
rather uxire than the Mexican dollar 
and wa.-' intended to supplant that ooin 
in China and the Ka^'i. 

Why did not the sihcr kin^r-i stick to 
free coinage of the daddy dollar? Be- 
cause thev were afraid the increased 
coinage of that coin would depreciate 
the price of silver in the home market. 
They wanted to create a market far from 
home upon which they conld rely. 
What happened ? This : So soon as the 
inoreaaea production of the metal began 
to decrease the market price, every man 
who could buy silver at the market price 
took it to the mint and had it coined ' 
into tmdo doUare, oetenaibly for export, 
bat in iaet for ebvalation at home. The 

Sroflt waa at first 1-^ to 1 per cent, bat 
nally advanced to 2 per cent., and this, 
remember, on a dollar worth more than 
the atandard dollar, and a legal tender 
for no more than S5. If the people who 
discuss the silver question to-aav will 
take in these simple facts, and afl that 
they involve, the niotne behind free 
coinage nt I'i to 1 mav be(ronie apparent. 
Nobody asked for tlie abolition of the 
standard dollar except the men who now 
threaten to pull dow n all created things 
unless the free coinage of silver at lU to 
1 ahall be resumed.

"One word in re^^ard to the duty of the 
Democratic people of the State of Ken- 
tucky : We all agree it is of the first im- 
portance that the ati'airs of tlu' ^;:at' 
tiovprniiient shall not i)as8 into the h inds 
of the Republican party.
